Thesit
legislative booics afterward assembled, assumed to

be a legitimate Le-gislatu re, set forth a code of munici¬
pal laws, create d public office* and Ailed them with
office rs appointed for considerable periods by them-
aetvee, and thus e tnblished a complete and effective
foreign tyranny over the people af the Territory.
These hign-banded transactions were consummated
with the express purpose of establishing AMeaa
Slavery as a permanent institution within the Territory
by force, in violation ofthe natural righbeof tbe |>eople
solemnly guaranteed to them by the Congress of the
Untied States. The President of the United States
has been an accessory to these political transactions,
with full complicity in regard to the purpose for wiiich

they were tommittod. He has adopted the usurpation,
BJief made it his own, and he is now maintaining it with
the military arm of the Republic. Thus Kansas has
been revolutionized, and she now lies subjugated and
prostrate at the foot of the President M the United
States, while he. through the agency of a foreign tyr¬
anny established within her borders, is forcibly intro-
ahuoing and establishing Slavery there, in contempt und
slefiunee of the organic law. These extraordinary
transactions have been attended by civil eo.nm stiona,
ht which property, liie, and liberty, have been ex

posed to violence, and these commotions still con¬

tinue to threaten not only the Territory itself, but
also the adjacent States, with tbe calamities and die*
graces of civil war. I am fully aware of the gravity of
the cbarg<« against tbe President of the United Stales)
which this statement of the condition and relations of
Kansas anports. I shall proceed, without fear and
withoat rese rve, to make them good. The maxim
that a sacred vail must be drawn o\« r the beginning
of all Governments, does not hold uuder our system. I
shall first call the accuser into tbe presence of tbe Sen¬
ate, then examine the defenses which the President has
made, and last, submit tbe evidences by which he is
aonvicted. The people ef Kansas know whether
these charges are true or false. They have adopted
them, and, ou the ground of the high political ueoessity
which tbe wtonge they have endured, ami are ye-: sa>

eduiing, and tbe dangers through which they have al¬
ready passed, and the perils to which thev are pat
exposed, hava CTeated, they have provisionally organ¬
ised themselves as a State, and that State ist ow here,
by its two chosen Senators nnd one Representative,
standing outside at tbe doors of Congress, Mpply lag to be
admitted into the Union as a means of relict iueispcus.i-
ble for tbe purpevcaof peac e, freedom r.ml safety. This
new State is the President's responsible accuser. The
President of tbe United Stales, without waiting for the
appearance of las accuser at tbe capital, anticipated
tha ace asationa, aad submitted his defenses against
them to Congress.

It W mid
be wise, however, for those whose interest* are ineep
srable fioni .slavery to reflect that Abolition will gall
an equivalent benefit from the identification ot the
President's defense with their cherished institution.
Abolition is a slow but irrepressible uprising ofprinciples
of natural justice and humanity, obuoxe>u* to preju¬
dice, because they conflict inoonvenn ntly with exit¬
ing material, social, and political intep->.ts. It bssOtagS
to others than statesmen, charged with tbe care of
present interests to conduct the social reformation
ol mankind in its broadest bearing*. I leave to Abo
litionists their own work of Bstf-yiodklSttoa. I may,
however r« mind slaveholder* that there is a time when
oppression and persecution cease to be effectual
agamst such movements; aud then tho odium
they have before unjustly incurred becomes an

element of strength aud power. Christianity,
blindly maligned during three centuries by
Pitetois, Governors, Senates, Council», and Jvn-
poiors, towered above its enemies in a fourth; and
even the cross on which its founder had expired, and
which therefore wo* the emblem of its shame, bee-tine
the sign under which it went Cm th < vcrmore there¬
after, conquering and to conquer.

The President raise-in Ins
defense a false issue, and elaborates an irrelevant ar¬

gument to prove that Congress ha.- lo right or power,
nor han any sister State any right or power to inter
fere witbm a slave State, by legislation or force, to
ubolieb Slavery therein.as if you. or 1, orauy other
responsible man, ever maintained the contrary. The
Prtsident distortB the Constitution from its simple text,
so as to make it expressly aud directly defend, pro¬
tect and guarantee African Slavery. Thus he alleges
that "the Government" which resulted from the sFjv.
olution waa a " Kederal Republic of the free white
" u.en of tbs t'oloiiies," whereas, on the contrary,
the Declaration of Independence asserts the political
equality of all men, and even tbe Constitution itself
CMi dully uvoids any political recognition not merely of
Slavery, but of tbe diverei'y of races. The Präsident
espressos! the Fathers as having contemplated and
provided for a permanent increase of the number of
Slaves in fome of the States, and therefore forbidden
CongTfsa to touch Slavery in the way of attack or

tary i>ower of the Republic; and he argues the duty
of the people then' to submit to the forcible estab Iwh¬
in. 11 et Slavery, in violation of the national pledge,
which he concurred in giving, that they should;
be left i erb cry free to reject and exclude that
justly obnoxious system. It thus appears that
the Pieaident of the Halted States holds tho
people of Kansas prostrate ani ctislaveel at his feet.
To complete the painful account of this great crime, it
